PROCEEDINGS. 
MIDLAND BRANCH. 


The second meeting of the Branch was held on April 28th, at Hands- 
worth Public Library, by kind permission of the Librarian, Mr. A. G. 
Burt. The following Members were present :—Messrs. H. W. Checketts 
(Birmingham University), H. Dixon (Erdington), W. Dunsby (Birming- 
ham), P. Freer (Birmingham University), H. Grindle (Birmingham), M. C. 
Hunt (Birmingham), F. C. Morgan (Stratford-on-Avon), T. J. Newell 
(Aston), R. H. Newey (Handsworth), W. E. Owen (Coventry), F. J. 
Patrick (Birmingham), and E. A. Peppiette (Birmingham University). 

Mr. R. H. Newey, Sub-Librarian at Handsworth, read a paper 
on ‘‘ Scholasticism and Classification,’? in which he demonstrated how 
Bacon’s system brought about the decay of Scholasticism, and then con- 
trasted it with more recent systems. Mr. Tuomas J. NEWELL, 
Sub-Librarian at Aston, read a paper on ‘“‘In defence of the Public,’’ in 
which he pleaded for greater sympathy with ‘‘ the man in the street,’’ and 
for a better understanding of his needs. He deprecated the practice of 
leaving the counter service to the tender mercies of the junior, in order 
that the seniors may gain experience in cataloguing, classification, or some 
other branch of work. Both papers were subjected to discussion. An 
arranged visit to Messrs. Turner and Headley’s brickyard was cancelled 
on account of the inclement weather. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE LIBRARY ASSISTANTS’ 
ASSOCIATION ON THE INAUGURAL MEETING. 
GENTLEMEN, 

I was privileged to visit Birmingham and Coventry on Thursday, 
February 10th, in order to attend the Inaugural Meeting of your Midland 
Branch, and to learn what I could in so brief a time of the conditions 
prevailing in the district. 

The result of my visit leaves me quite optimistic. The gathering on 
February 10th, which was held at the Birmingham Central Library, by 
the courtesy of Mr. A. Capel Shaw, was a small one; but it was attended 
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by members from eleven library districts, and as most of those in attendance 
were seniors, it may be argued that when the juniors come in—and I am 
convinced that they will follow the excellent example of their seniors—our 
present nucleus of twenty-three members will expand considerably. At 
the afternoon meeting, Mr. H. W. Checketts read a well-written paper on 
‘“The Library in Utopia,’’ which was discussed with an interest and, by 
one or two members, with a facility which augurs well for future dis- 
cussions. After an adjournment for tea, the meeting was resumed, and 
Officers and Committee were elected as follows:—Chairman: H. W. 
Checketts (Sub-Librarian, Birmingham University); Honorary Treasurer : 
H. Grindle (Deritend Library, Birmingham); and Honorary Secretary: W. 
Ewart Owen (Sub-Librarian, Coventry); Committee: Messrs. Morgan 
(Stratford-on-Avon), Newell (Aston Manor), Newey (Handsworth) and Rath- 
bone (Northampton). Some of these gentlemen are already well known to 
you, but I am convinced that all are able librarians, and that the future 
of the Branch is safe in their hands. After the election I delivered a brief 
address which was listened to with great kindness. At the conclusion of 
the general meeting the Committee met and determined to conduct the 
business of the Branch on the lines usual throughout the Association. 

There are difficulties to be faced by the Branch. The first is an in- 
accurate impression which seems to be abroad that this Association is an- 
tagonistic to, and will be subversive of, the interests of the Birmingham 
and District Library Association; this impression has caused at least one 
prominent library assistant to stand aside from a movement which his high 
abilities and important position specially qualify him to further. Similar 
rumours attended the formation of other of your Branches which experience 
has since completely falsified. I believe that without drawing one member 
from the older body the Branch will stimulate and train younger men to 
fill its ranks later; and, seeing that junior assistants rarely join in its 
discussions now, our existence cannot harm it much. Moreover the paralys- 
ing effect of the presence of the Chief Librarian upon the younger librarian 
is absent from our discussions, and men now. inarticulate will be trained 
in an important manner. Another false impression is that the Association 
is merely a body of juniors appealing to juniors; and that men over thirty 
have no interests to be advanced by the Association—and many librarians 
in the Birmingham area come into this category. Time will prove the 
falsity of this rumour too. These difficulties are of the imaginary order, 
but are still difficulties. The actual difficulties are the wide geographical 
distribution of the libraries, and the expense involved to the average member 
in travelling. One member, for example, came from Rugby, and another 
from Northampton. By careful arrangement of meeting places I hope 
these difficulties may be minimised. It speaks volumes for the enthusiasm 
of our new colleagues that they are willing to face them. I repeat that 
the outlook is distinctly hopeful. With the excellent officers, and committee, 
and the abundant enthusiasm these display, the work must flourish. 

The Association is indebted to Mr. W. Ewart Owen, formerly our York- 
shire Branch Treasurer, for the enthusiasm and effort which has materialised 
in the Branch. It is good to know that an experienced and thoroughly 
capable officer is so active in its affairs. I wish to express my sense of the 
courtesy of Mr. A. Capel Shaw in placing accommodation at our disposal, 
and expressing sympathy with our aim; and to Mr. Walter Powell, whose 
kindness was worthy of his library and himself. I may add that the 
sense of good fellowship which marked my meeting with all the Midland 
assistants who gathered at Birmingham is another assurance of the fact 
that librarianship is a real and natural brotherhood.

ADVENTURES IN BOOKLAND.* 


What land is more delightful than bookland? Whether 
one thinks of it as the land that one reaches on opening a book 
and becoming lost in its pages, or as the land in which are 
stored books for the use of the multitude—the library. To 
wander for thirty-three years in such a land must, indeed, bring 
adventures; and it is with both sorts of bookland that the sub- 
librarian of Edinburgh University Library deals in this pleasant 
book of reminiscences and anecdotes. He himself is a producer 
of books, having published two volumes of verses—Mr. Cuth- 
bertson modestly disclaims the title of poet—some volumes of 
essays and sermons, and a considerable number of stories and 
short stories, and has had experiences with publishers which 
are the lot of many who write books. As the adventures of a 
library assistant, the volume is particularly interesting to library 
assistants. But the author must have lost touch with the public 
library world of to-day to make remarks of the library assis- 
tant such as are to be found in the chapter dealing with the 
assistant’s recreations. There are certainly assis- 
tants who are inclined ‘‘ to saunter through life without using 
their brains’’; but with public libraries exerting themselves 
to assert a powerful influence for good in the community, such 
assistants do not remain long. Public library life is too stren- 
uous to retain them. It is true that some assistants are not 
as well educated as they might be; but libraries are still strug- 
gling under the incubus of incomes limited to the penny rate, 
that does not encourage a high standard of learning. In other 
remarks concerning public libraries there is a similar sugges- 
tion of generalisation from libraries of days that are passed or 
passing. Fiction percentages of eighty are becoming more and 
more uncommon, and probably the lowest percentages 
are to be found in libraries with open access, a _ system 
which Mr. Cuthbertson condemns. Not that the reading of fic- 
tion is so bad as would seem from the author’s illustration of 
the man who read twelve volumes a week regularly and ended 
up in an asylum; the fiction that has a place in literature, may 
be more educative than many works intended to be more 
serious. Where the author is biographical how- 
ever, and relates his experiences with the ever interesting bor- 
rower, and in other ways he is in his best vein. Some printers 
errors may be noticed, such as ‘‘ had spoke,’’ and Burnet for 
Brunet, and there is a delightful bit of unconscious humour in

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the sentence which says, ‘‘ Over and over again have I been 
asked if I can recommend books with such puzzles on their 
faces.’? Such mistakes are few, however, and the work will 
well repay an hour’s leisure. E. 


NOTABLE PROFESSIONAL LITERATURE. 


Brook.tyn, U.S. Pusiic Liprary: A Reading and Reference 
List on Costume. 8} by 6in. 64pp. 1909. 

An annotated reading list, limited to works in the Brooklyn Public 
Library, arranged alphabetically under the countries treated, and preceded 
by an 8 pp. bibliography. A few unindexed periodicals especially useful 
in the study of costume have been listed, but in general references to 
periodicals have been excluded, as these are available through ‘‘ Poole’s 
Index to Periodical Literature,’? the “ Annual Library Index,” etc. The 
work is a valuable addition to the subject, and should be on the shelves 
of every reference library. 


BrooKLyn, U.S. Pusiic Liprary: Samuel Johnson, 1709-84. 
18pp. Alfred Tennyson, 1809-92. 19pp. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, 1809-94. 16pp. 6} by 44in. 1909. 

Three lists referring mainly to American books and periodicals. The 
titles in each case are grouped under the headings Bibliographies, Works, 
and Biographies and Criticisms. The addition of brief annotations would, we 
think, have rendered these useful little pamphlets much more interesting 
and attractive to the general reader. 


CAMBERWELL: PASSMORE EDWARDS NUNHEAD LiBRARY: Cata- 
logue of Books added to the Library, 1896-1909, and Lists 
of the Fiction and Music in the Library. Ed. by W. J. 
Vellenoweth. 84 by 54in. 107pp. 1909. Threepence. 

An excellently compiled annotated dictionary-catalogue, supplementary 
to the General Catalogue issued in 1896. The number of annotations 
might have been increased with advantage, more particularly in the case 
of books dealing with the useful arts, the majority of which have no 
indication of the ground covered or the standard of knowledge required 
for their study. The entries for Fiction and Juvenile Literature are at 
the end of the volume, and are not incorporated in the general alphabet. 


ILFORD: CARNEGIE PusBLic Liprary, SEvEN Kings: Catalogue 
of Books in the Lending and Reference Departments. 


Compiled by J. Radcliffe. 8} by 5iin. 18 by 482pp. 1909. 
One shilling. 

A dictionary catalogue, divided into two sections: Lending and Ref- 
erence. Bibliographical details and Bibliographies are recorded. There 
are a few brief annotations added, apparently at random, but there is no 
systematic attempt to explain ambiguous titles. The general utility of the 
catalogue would have been much enhanced by the addition of a few 
necessary notes, and the inclusion of more analytical entries. Space for 
these could have been found by omitting some of the annotations and 
contents notes now included. On the whole, however, the catalogue has 
been accurately and carefully compiled. 


All the works are available in the L.A.A. Library (Librarian: Mr. 
A. H. Carter, St. Martin’s Public Library, W.C.); the only condition is 
that members shall pay postage. Members should see that all publications 
of their own libraries are sent to the library.  W- 
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DEATH OF SIR EDMUND VERNEY. 

By the death of Sir Edmund Verney, of Claydon House, Bucks., on 
the 8th May, the library movement loses a most enthusiastic supporter, who 
has done much to solve the village library problem in his own district, and 
has set an example to others which is not likely to be bettered until new 
legislation makes the provision of village libraries a matter of practical 


politics. Sir Edmund Hope Verney was born in 1838, and 
entered the Royal Navy in 1851, where he rose to the rank of Captain, 
serving with distinction in the Crimea, Indian Mutiny, etc. He was 


present at the relief of Lucknow, was several times mentioned in dis- 
patches, and held the Crimean, Turkish, and Indian medals. Sir Edmund 
took a keen interest in politics, and represented North Bucks. in Parlia- 
ment from 1885-86 and again from 1889-91; he was also a member of the 
first London County Council. But it is his interest in the 
library movement that will best cause him to be remembered by library 
assistants; in fact, no student of the village library problem can afford to 
ignore his work in the three Claydons. The example he there set to rural 
landlords might be followed with advantage in many other districts. 

He contributed an article on ‘‘ Village Libraries in Bucks.,’’ to 
the ‘‘ Library Assistant,’’ for April, 1901, which was illustrated with photo- 
graphs of the East Claydon Library. Those who had the privilege of 
meeting him will know something of the difficulty he had to overcome 
before he could get sufficient support for the libraries, and will remember 
with what zest he would relate how he had won over some obdurate 
farmer to the value of village libraries. This was necessary, for Sir 
Edmund always insisted upon the parish Council adopting the Libraries’ Act 
and levying a rate before he would assist in any way. His method of 
supplementing the meagre proceeds of the penny rate was a fine lesson in 
self-help, and the Claydon villagers owe a lasting debt of gratitude to him 
who made possible the establishment of what, without the least exaggera- 
tion, may be called model village libraries. It was with evident and 
justifiable pride that Sir Edmund pioneered a party of assistants round 
these libraries, upon the occasion of the visit of the L.A.A., in 1906. This 
tour was fully reported in ‘‘ The Library Assistant,’’ for August, of that 
year, and many readers of this notice will remember the more than kindly 
way in which our members were received by Sir Edmund and Lady Verney. 

This was not the only occasion upon which he showed his 
interest in the L.A.A. He was one of the first to apply for membership on 
the formation of the Association, and the newly appointed Committee, not 
wishing to infringe the Rules, were doubtful about electing him. Sir 
Edmund, however, substantiated his claim by proving to the satisfaction of 
the Committee that he assisted in the management of the Claydon 
Libraries, of one of which his daughter was librarian, and was therefore a 
library assistant, and as such, fully qualified for membership. In March, 
1901, he read an interesting paper at a monthly meeting of the Association 
on ‘‘ Old Bibles,’’ descriptive of the fine collection at Claydon House, which 
was so much admired by our members in 1906. To Lady Verney and her 
family the Council have forwarded an expression of its sympathy in their 
bereavement.

LIBRARIES AND EDUCATION. 


To the Editor of ‘‘ The Library Assistant.”’ 

Dear Sir, 

As one who was present at the reading of Mr. Mansbridge’s paper on 
‘* Educational Effort, with special reference to the Public Library,’’ may 
I be permitted to say that one point specially struck me, and it was this— 
that whilst in England the libraries are supposed to do much, and are often 
required to do much for the educational authorities, even to providing books 
for school libraries, the educational authorities seem to have done very 
little for the public library. I mentioned at the Meeting what had come 
under my_ personal observation in South Africa and Australia with regard to 
the co-ordination of the work of the library and the university and school. 
I would like further to illustrate how important it is that we should follow 
as closely as possible library progress, not only in the United States, but 
in our British Colonies as well, by calling attention to what is being done 
in Canada. In the last report of the Ontario Department of Education, 
there is a section dealing with the libraries of Ontario, from which it 
appears that there are loaned by the Education Department the following 
collection of books :—({a) Technological books for the use of artisans and 
mechanics; (b) Books for children; (c) Books for young men and women ; 
(d) Books upon Canadian history. The above are lent to public libraries. 
The following collections are sent to Library Committees :—(e) Books on 
Library Construction; (f); Administration; (g) Cataloguing and classifi- 
cation; and in addition special collections of books for reading courses are 
lent to individuals. In Ontario alone 116 
libraries availed themselves of this privilege. Nor is Ontario an isolated 
instance of this close connection between the Department of Education and 
the Public Libraries. In almost every British Colony there is the closest 
connection between the two, and in this respect as in some others, Colonial 
Libraries are much in advance of the English practice. It is my opinion 
that in future, librarians should not aim so much at a complete centra- 
lisation of libraries in this country, but at what I may call County centra- 
lisation. In England it is obvious that the great population precludes any 
workable scheme of centralisation except by means of the county areas; and 
if ever the system of travelling libraries, so general in the British Colonies, 
is to be inaugurated, it must, to be successfully worked, be carried out 
by the central authority for each County or amalgamation of counties. 
Then, and not till then, will the means of education be brought to every 
man’s door.

Sessional Programme. 


The Monthly Meetings as regards the places of meeting, 
the papers read, and the ensuing discussions, have been par- 
ticularly successful, and the attendances, taken as a_ whole, 
have been satisfactory. The innovation of a series of debates 
on professional topics was fully justified by results. The places 
of meeting included the University of London, South Kensing- 
ton; the Law Society’s Library ; Toynbee Hall; and the Offices 
of the Board of Education. It is a matter for congratulation 
that the Association is the only outside professional body 
to whom the privilege of meeting in the national educa- 
tional offices has been given. Thanks are due to the Autho- 
rities of the Institutions before mentioned ; to the Library Com- 
mittees and Librarians of Fulham, Hornsey, Stepney, Wal- 
thamstow, and West Ham; and to Dr. Miers, Sir Albert 
Rollit, the Rev. Canon Barnett, and Mr. A. E. Twentyman 
for their kindly receptions and hospitality. |The Association 
is also indebted to those ladies and gentlemen who have con- 
tributed to the proceedings during the session. All the items 
on the programme were carried out with the exception of a 
paper by Miss Clarke on ‘‘ The Modern Book considered 
Bibliographically,’’ the prospective reader being prevented by 
illness from fulfilling her engagement. The success of the 
meetings was very largely due to the energy and zeal dis- 
played by Mr. Geo. A. Stephen, the Secretary of the Educa- 
tion Committee. 


Branches. 


This year has seen the addition of another branch. The 
Midland Branch was formally constituted on December 15th, 
and its Inaugural Meeting took place at the Central Public 
Library, Birmingham, on February 10th, when the President 
attended as the Council’s delegate. In this connection the 
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Council records its hearty appreciation of the efforts of Mr. 
W. Ewart Owen, of Coventry, who was largely instrumental 
in bringing the Branch into being. The Liverpool and Dis- 
trict Library Assistants’ Association has had the question of 
affiliation under consideration, but has postponed union for a 
term of twelve months until certain special local needs are 
served. It is very desirable in the interests of the Associa- 
tion to remove a misconception prevalent in the Liverpool Dis- 
trict that the Central Association benefits financially from 
Branches. It does not; the working expenses absorb all the 
Branch subsidies. The value of Branches lies in the unity 
of action they produce. We notice a desire on the part of the 
library assistants in South-West England to form a society; 
we assure them of sympathy and support, and anticipate 
another Branch of our Association in the near future. Messrs. 
Wyndham Morgan and T. E. Turnbull have resigned the 
honorary secretariate of the South Wales and North-Eastern 
Branches respectively; the Council tenders its most hearty 
thanks to both these gentlemen for the excellent work they 
have accomplished during their term of office.

Hopwood, Peters, and Sureties, have been much handicapped 
in their work by illness. We also record, with regret, the 
resignation from the Council of Mr. J. G. Faraday, who has 
for many. years been associated with its work. It is pro- 
posed to create a new office in the Association, namely, that 
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of a Vice-President, to be held by a_ provincial member. 
Should such an office be created, it is hoped that it will stimu- 
jate interest in the Association among our provincial col- 
leagues. The Council would again express its indebtedness 
to Messrs. Chambers and Carter, who, in their respective posi- 
tions of Honorary Treasurer and Honorary Librarian, have 
for so many years faithfully performed their exacting duties. 
Owing to more immediate calls upon his time, Mr. Stephen 
resigned the secretariate of the Education Committee, which 
he held with much credit during the greater part of the year. 
The Council congratulates itself on securing an experienced 
successor in the Ex-President, Mr. W. Benson Thorne. 


Finance. 


It is satisfactory to be able to report that the deficit 
shown last year has been removed, and that the Balance 
Sheet, Appendix III., shows a small balance in hand. Never- 
theless, there is much useful work the Association might per- 
form which is rendered impossible at the present time owing 
to lack of funds; and until assistants join in much larger num- 
bers the work of the Association cannot be greatly extended. 


Policy. 


The Council will pass on to its successors in office a con- 
sideration of the betterment of the conditions of library ser- 
vice, and it is hoped that in the near future information may 
be obtained as to the salaries, hours of work, and training 
which libraries afford their staffs, so that an endeavour may 
be made to secure greater uniformity in these matters through- 
out the kingdom. It is not the policy of the Association to 
attempt to dictate to local authorities, but to supply informa- 
tion that will be serviceable to all concerned in the work of 
the librarian. Assistants would do well to make themselves 
more proficient in their general and professional education, 
and to aid them in this is the principal object of the Associa- 
tion. At the same time the Council wishes to protest against 
the unfair and arbitrary policy urged upon their authorities by 
some librarians of compelling assistant librarians to acquire 
certain certificates of the Library Association or to forfeit all 
increases in salary or even to relinquish their appointments. 
The application of such a policy to future appointments is 
logical, out to existing ones, not made under such terms, it is 
unjust, and the Council would affirm that the time is not ripe 
for such methods. _ It is necessary to protest, too, against 
a resolution passed by the Library Association at its last 
Annual Meeting that junior assistants should not be appointed 
unless they hold the University local or an equivalent certifi- 
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cate. The economic conditions of library work do not justify 
such a resolution. 
Professional Examination. 

At the professional examination, held under the auspices 
of the Library Association in June last, 138 persons satisfied 
the examiners, of whom no less than 76 were members of the 
Library Assistants’ Association. The Council thinks that a 
percentage of well over 50 per cent. reflects great credit upon 
the Association of which the successful candidates are members. 
Potter Briscoe Prize. 

Mr. J. Potter Briscoe, Chief Librarian of Nottingham, 
has kindly offered to give, through the Council, a prize to the 
value of one guinea for the best paper read by a library assis- 
tant before any jibrary association. The Council takes this 
opportunity of thanking Mr. Briscoe for his practical sym- 
pathy with the aims of the Association, and trusts that an en- 
couraging response on the part of readers of papers wiil 
result. 

The Assistant Librarian and Literature. 
Several contributions to professional literature have been 


made during the year. Of particular value to students of 
librarianship is the ‘‘ Guide to Librarianship,’’ edited by Mr. 
James Duff Brown. Besides articles which have appeared 


in the ‘‘ Library Association Record,’’ and the ‘‘ Library 
World,’’ our members are represented in “‘ Library Econo- 
mics,’’ a collection of practical articles on everyday pro- 
fessional subjects, written by library assistants. Three works 
by members of the Association have been published during the 
year, two under the name of Mr. J. D. Stewart, viz., ‘‘ The 
Sheaf Catalogue,’’ and ‘‘ How to Use a Library,’’ and one 
by Mr. George A. Stephen entitled ‘‘ Commercial Book- 
binding,’’ a German translation of which has just appeared. 
Promotions. 


The Council heartily congratulates the following members 
who have received promotion during the year: Mr. P. 
Evans Lewin, Librarian of the Royal Colonial Institute; 
Mr. S. E. Harrison, Librarian of Bingham; Mr. H. 
Holker, Librarian of Tyldesley; Mr. F. Seward, Libra- 
rian of Oswestry; Mr. James Ross, Librarian of the 
Walton Branch, Liverpool; Mr. J. G. Ayton, Library 
of the Imperial Parliament, Melbourne; Mr. Geo. R. 
Bolton, Sub-Librarian, Stoke Newington; and Mr. D. S. 
Young, Assistant Librarian, Chelsea; and a former member, 
Mr. P. H. Wood (originally of Southwark and Croydon), cata- 
loguer, Auckland Public Library, New Zealand. Several 
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other members have been promoted during the year, to all 
of whom congratulations are tendered. 


Obituary. 


The Council records with regret the deaths of Archibald 
Hatcher and Leonard Harris, members of great promise. The 
Association has lost one of its best friends by the death of 
Sir Edmund Verney, Bt., which occurred on Sunday, May 
8th. Sir Edmund took a very keen interest in the welfare of 
the Association, and was a member from its inception to the 
time of his death.

The Council would once again tender its most sincere 
thanks to the Governors respectively of the Bishopsgate and 
the Cripplegate Institutes for their kindness in placing rooms 
at the service of the Council. Thanks are also due to Misses 
Turner and Robson, of the Islington Public Libraries, for 
much clerical assistance willingly rendered to the Honorary 
Secretary. 

General. 


The Council views with interest and gratification the part 
assistant librarians are now taking in the general work of the 
profession. The President, Vice-President, Ex-President, the 
Honorary Secretary, and Messrs. Stephen and Stewart have 
all served on important Committees of the Library Associa- 
tion, the President has been appointed an instructor in Classi- 
fication, and the Vice-President is an examiner. This recog- 
nition of capable men who do not happen to hold independent 
positions shows a growing liberal view which has not been 
sufficiently discernable in the past, and the Council is glad to 
be able to attribute this advance largely to the influence of 
this Association.
